occurred  in  your  District  during  the  year  is  438  males 
and  402  females,  total  810,  which,  taling  the  population 
<it  21,000,  as  estimated  to  the  middle  of  iho  year,  fives  a 
birth-rate  of  40  per  thousand,  living;  against  458  males 
and  -130  females,  total  888,  with  a birth-rate  of  42-28  for 
the  itrovious  year. 

d he  number  of  Deaths  registered  as  having  oceurrod 
during  the  same  period,  at  all  ages,  is  193  males  ami  138 
females,  total  331,  with  a death-rate  per  thousand  rf 
population  of  15-76,  against  223  males  and  200  females, 
total  423,  -with  a death-rate  at  per  thousand  of  jjopulation 
of  20-14  in  1893. 

During  the  iiast  year  "vve  have  had  to  contend  -with 
an  out-break  of  Sraall-pox,  which,  I am  happy  to  say, 
through  timely  precautions  taken  in  establishing  a 
small-pox  hosi)ital,  in  conjunction  with  the  Rural  Sani- 
tary Authority,  has  not  added  materially  to  the  mortality, 
there  having  been  but  two  fatal  cases,  one  in  a infant  of 
three  mouths. 
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Tl  ei'C  linvo  boon  one  liundrcd  ami  tliirty-onc  ilcatlis 
UTicler  one  year  of  age,  one  of  (licse,  belonging  to  the 
district,  having  ocenrred  in  the  small-})Ox  hospital,  all  the 
others  in  the  district,  ■\vilh  a death-ra'^e  of  62  per 
lliousand  of  population,  against  one  hundred  and  scvenly- 
one,  with  a death  rate  of  814  per  thousand,  in  1893,  and 
a death-rate  of  15'b95  per  cent  on  the  numb?r  born 
during  the  year;  against  one  hundred  and  seventy-one, 
uith  a death-rate  of  19'25  per  cent,  on  the  number  born 
during  the  year,  and  a death-rate  of  719  per  thousand, 
and  17‘82  per  cent,  on  the  mean  of  this  and  the  proceeding 
year. 


Cf  these  deaths,  one  is  due  to  Small-pox,  one  to 
Whooping-cough,  four  to  Diirrhoe.a,  thirty-.‘-i.v  to  Bron- 
chitis.  Pneumonia  and  Pleui-is^',  otie  Injury  and  eight}'- 
eight  all  other  di.scascs;  against  one  to  Erysipelas, 
eleven  to  IMeaslcs,  oightceti  to  Diarrha'a,  and  Dyscnlry, 
seventeen  to  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Pleurisy,  one 
hundred  and  twenty-four  to  all  other  diseases  in  1893. 

The  following  table  shews  the  number  cf  Deaths 
-which  have  occurred  in  children  during  the  ilrst  year  of 
life,  with  the  death-rate  at  ]ior  thousand  of  population, 
also  the  late  per  cent,  on  the  nunibtr  born  during  the 
year,  and  the  mean  of  each  and  its  preceding  year,  for  the 
ten  years  ISSd  to  1894:  — 
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Small  Pox. 

There  have  been  two  deaths  from  Small-pox  duiiiif^ 
the  year,  there  not  having  been  any  deaths  from  the 
same  cause  since  1888,  when  there  were  also  two  deaths. 
The  disease  (a  few  eases  of  which  occurred  in  the  distinct 
from  the  beginning  of  January  to  the  first  week  in  June, 
was  fully  reported  to  your  Board  as  well  as  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  at  the  time)  has  rot  been  present 
during  the  latter  half  of  the  year. 

Scarlatiaa, 

Four  deaths,  two  under  and  two  over  five  j’cars  of 
age,  ai’c  referred  to  Scarlatina,  a ratio  at  per  thousand  of 
po[)ulation  of  T9  ; against  eight  deaths,  five  under  and 
three  over  five  yeai's,  with  a I’atio  of  '38  per  thousand  in 
the  previous  year. 

DipUllioria 

There  has  not  been  any  death  from  Diphtheria; 
against  one  from  this  cause  in  1893. 

Membranous 

Croup 

There  has  been  one  death  under  five  years  of  ago 
from  Croup;  against  one  over  five  in  the  preceding  year.

I'uop'cral 

Fever;  against  none  in  the  previous  ^-ear. 

No  death  is  referred  to  Puerperal  Fever;  against  one 
from  the  disease  in  1893. 

Erysipelas 

There  has  not  been  any  death  frpm  Erysl[)elas ; 
against  two,  one  under  and  one  over  five  years  of  age,  in 
the  previous  year. 

Measles 

No  death  has  occurred  from  Mea.sles  during  the  year; 
against  thirty-five,  thiity-four  under,  and  one  over  five 
years  of  age,  from  the  same  cause  in  1893. 

Whooping

to  Whooping  Cough  ; against  none  from  the  disease  in  the 
previous  year.

twcnty-scvLMi  clcatlis,  twenty-four  under  and  three  over 
five  years  of  age,  witli  a ratio  at  ixr  tliousand  of  1'28,  m 
1803.  The  deaths  from  this  cause  are  so  comparatively 
fewas  compared  with  some  previous  years,  more  especially 
1803,  as  to  call  for  no  comment  as  to  locality  or  season. 

There  is  one  death  from  Rheumatic  Fever,  over  five 
years  of  age  ; against  four  for  the  previous  year,  all  over 
five  years. 

Twelve  deaths  have  resulted  from  Phthisis,  all  over 
five  years  of  age,  a ratio  of  hi  iier  thousand  of  populat-on; 
against  thirteen,  with  a ratio  per  Ihou.sand  of  ‘OlO,  in  1893. 
Of  these  deaths,  the  first  occurred  on  12th  of  January, 
and  the  last  on  17th  of  October,  so  that  for  about  one 
quarter  of  the  year  the  distiicc  was  exempt  fi-om  any 
death  from  this  cause.  Of  the  above,  six  were  males  and 
six  females,  and  of  the  former,  one  was  a wtighing- 
machinc  clerk,  aged  20  years,  a resident  of  Will  Street, 
Cannock  ; a second,  a miner,  aged  17 years,  of  Ilightown  ; 
a third,  an  edge-tool  grinder,  aged  50  years,  of  Spi  ing 
Terrace,  Cannock  ; a fourth,  a labourer,  of  Cannock 
Wood,  aged  33  years  ; a fifth,  a butcher,  of  Market  Place, 
Cannock,  aged  3G  years  ; and  sixth,  an  edge-tool  grindei’. 
of  Caxton  Ruildings,  Cannock,  aged  50  years.  Of  the 
females,  the  first  was  a married  woman,  aged  23,  of 
CUiadsmoor  ; the  second,  a single  woman,  aged  20  years, 
of  Mill  Street,  Cannock;  the  next,  a married  woman, 
aged  20  years,  of  Price  Street,  Cannock;  next,  a single 
woman,  28  years  of  age,  of  Rridgtown ; next,  a married 
woman,  aged  33  years,  of  llednesford  ; and  last,  a married 
woman,  48  years  of  age,  at  Walsall-road,  Cannock. 

From  Rronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Pleurisv,  there 
>1  have  been  fifty-five  deaths  under,  and  thirty-six  over  live 
years  of  age,  in  the  district,  and  hvo  over  five  years  in  the 
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■WorkliousOibotU  belongiiif?  totbo  disti-ict, total  ninety-throo, 
a ralio  at  jkm-  tliousand  of  population  oC  4‘42  ; against  a 
total  of  sovcnty-nine  from  tho  same  causes,  Avitb  a ratio 
of  3’76  ])er  thousand  living,  in  tho  j)revious  year.  During 
tho  past  year  there  has  not  been  any  pronounced  epidemic 
of  cither  Measles  or  Influenza,  which  will  probably 
account  for  the  relatively  modei*ate  mortality  from  these 
diseases. 

The  following  Table  shews  tho  mortality  from  this 
class  of  diseases  for  tho  ten  years  1885  to  1891. 


Deaths  from  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Pleurisy  : — 
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There  have  been  two  deaths  under,  and  twenty-seven 
iieftvi  Disca-so.  ovcr  fivo  years  of  age  in  the  district,  and  three  over  five 
in  the  Workhouse,  (one  of  these  latter  belonged  to  Jlorton, 
one  to  Bushbury,  and  one  to  Cheslyn  Hay,  all  in  tho 
Rural  Disti  ict  of  Cannock  Union),  a total  of  thirty-two 
fiom  Heart  Disease,  with  a ratio  at  per  thousand  of 
population  of  To ; against  a total  of  twenty-throe,  with  a 
ratio  of  1.09  in  1893. 

I -j'u'ils  Three  deaths  have  occurred  under  five  years  of  ago, 

and  six  over  five,  in  tho  district,  and  two  over  fiv’o,  but 
belonging  to  the  district,  in  tho  Workhouse;  total  eleven 
from  injuries,  a ratio  at  per  thousand  of  population  of  ’52; 
against  seven,  with  a ratio  at  per  thousand  of  '33  in  tho 
previous  year ; of  these,  three  were  the  result  of  burns 
accidentally  received,  two  in  children  and  one  a miner, 
aged  34  years,  from  explosion  of  gas  in  the  course  of  his 
oriiinary  calling,  one  accidentally  crushed  by  a tub  at 
East  Caunock  Colliery,  one  from  rupture  of  pleiu’a  in  a 
miner,  caused  by  drawing  a tree  at  West  Cannock  Colliery, 
one  in  a woman  from  contusion  of  leg,  gangrene  and  ulti- 
mately septicemia,  resulting;  one  from  fractui*e  of  femur 
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All  '^Lhcr  Dis- 
cuses.

suicide  in  a subject  8 1 years  of  age,  from  cut  throat,  in 
the  Workhouse.  All  the  for.  going  eases  belonged  to  iho 
District. 

Diom  all  other  di.seases  there  have  been  ninety-four 
deaths  under  and  forty-seven  over  tive  years  of  age,  in  the 
district,  and  twenty-two  over  tive  years,  in  the  Workhouse, 
total  one  hundred  and  .‘ixty-three,  a ratio  of  T'TO  at  per 
thousand  of  population  ; against  a total  of  two  hundred 
and  twenry-two,  with  a death  rate  of  10’o7  per  thou.sand 
of  population,  in  1803. 

The  following  Tab’e  shows  the  numbei  of  Births 
with  the  birth-rates,  also  the  number  of  Deaths  with  the 
death-rates,  from  the  seven  most  prevalent  Zymotic  Disea- 
ses, frequently  prtvaling  as  l-q-.idemies,  for  the  ten  years 
I880  to  1894,  not  including  I’uerpei-al  Fevei’. 


Total  nir'.lis  for  yoar.i— 
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One  ImiuU-cd  and  sixty-seven  deatlis  have  occurred 
under  five  years  of  age,  all  in  the  distiict,  a ratio  at  per 
thousand  livin"  of  7d)5;  against  two  hundred  and  forty  five 
wilh  a ratio  of  ll  Gd  per  thousand  in  the  previous  year; 
of  these, one  was  from  Smallpox,  two  Scarlatina,  one  Croup, 
three  Whooping-cough,  six  Diarrhoea,  fifty-five  Bronchitis, 
Pr.cumonia  and  Pleurisy,  two  Ueart  Disease,  three  injuries, 
and  ninely-four  all  other  diseases. 

There  is  one  death  ascribed  to  Pneumonia  coupled 
Tsiih  IiiUenza;  this  occurred  at  the  very  beginning  of  the 
year  (Jan.  dlh)  at  Dightown,  and  is  the  only  case  attri- 
buted to  this  disease. 

Thirty  deaths  occurred  in  the  Woikhouse,  all  over 
five  years  of  ago,  seventeen  from  Cannock  and  thirteen 
from  other  districts  of  Cannock  Union,  against  a tota^ 
of  twenty-five  in  1893. 

In  twelve  instances  an  Inquest  was  held,  namely,  in 
all  the  c„ses  ascribed  to  injury,  as  well  as  one  in  vihich 
the  death  was  adributed  to  Ueart  Disease,  the  man  hav- 
ing been  found  dead  in  a field. 

The  number  of  Deaths  returned  as  uncertified  is  five  ; 
against  fourteen  in  the  previous  year.  Four  of  these 
wcie  under  one  year  of  age  and  one  over  sixty-fiyo  years. 


From  a return  kindly  supplied  by  Mr.  F.  G.  Eoach, 
Vaccination  Olliccr,  the  Births  are  stated  as  827  in  uum- 
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1)01’,  snccossfnlly  vaccinated  .'517,  cload  01,  romoAol  to 
places  unknown  and  in  default  210;  tliis  gives  a I’atio  of 
vaccinations  to  birtlis  of  '025  against  one  of  ’01  foe  180.1. 
Mr.  Roach  adds  a fair  percentage,  sav,25  per  cent,  of  these, 
•will  most  likely  he  vaccinated  within  the  ensuing  six  months. 


Sanitiry  Condi- 
tioa  of  Green 
Heath  anil  Kivo 
Ways. 


In  my  Annual  Reports  for  the  two  previous  years,  • 
1802  and  1893,  the  unfinished  and  undrainod  couditicu  of 
certain  portions  of  3’our  District,  more  particularly  Green 
Heath  and  Five  Waj’s,  has  been  referred  to,  and  in  the 
latter  report  it  was  stated  that  the  work  had  been  post- 
j)oned  over  the  winter  season,  as  unsuitable  for  such  work, 
and  as  the  spring  advanced,  certain  parties  who  appeared 
willing  and  anxious  for  the  work  to  bo  done  objected  to 
contribute  to  the  cost,  on  the  ground  that  it  would  fall 
unduly  heavily  upon  them  : under  the  circumstances  the 
work  was  abandoned,  at  least  temporarily,  as  also  the 
scheme  for  connecting  the  sewerage  at  Five  Wavs  avich 
the  present  sewers  and  outfall  (for  which  levels  had  been 
taken  and  plans  made),  this  however  has  been  abandoned 
on  the  ground  of  its  great  expense  and  the  incompetcncy 
of  a certain  portion  of  the  present  pipes  as  vehicles  for 
the  conveyance  of  the  greatly  increased  amount  of  sewage 
they  would  be  called  upon  to  convey.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances it  has  become  a cousider.ation  with  the  present 
Urban  District  Council  whether  it  will  not  be  desirable 
to  have  a separate  system  and  outfall  at  or  near  Five  Waj's

water  supply.  during  the  year  1.701  yards  of  additional  wateiMualus 
(an  excess  of  500  ynvcls  orec  last  yoai-)  have  l.een  hid  in 
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tlio  iDlstl’ict,  viz.,  at  Green  Heath,  Hednesfortl,  Old  Peak* 
ricl^o  Road  and  Mill  Street,  Cannock  ; Chapel  Street  and 
Cannock  Road,  Five  Ways  ; Church  Street,  Bridgtown, 
and  Crab  Lane,  Chadsmoor,  by  the  South  Staft’oidshire 
Water  Works  Company.  Ho  also  informs  mo  that  120 
additional  houses  have  been  supplied  by  this  Company. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  the  previous  year,  1893,  I 
stated  that  there  was  some  reason  for  congratulation  that 
the  death  rate,  although  still  too  high  (20'14)  as  against  21 
for  1802,  was  slightly  on  the  decline.  For  the  year  which 
is  the  subject  of  this  report  there  is  further  reason  for 
congratulation  in  the  circumslance  that  there  is  a much 
further  decline  in  the  number  of  deaths  over  the  previous 
year,  viz.,  331  with  a death  rate  of  lo’7G  against  423  with 
a death  rate  of  20'14  for  1893.

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  pre.senting’  niy  tliirtl  Aiiinial 
Ileport  of  the  work  carried  out  iu  my  departmeut  for  the 
year  ended  December  31st,  1894. 

During  the  year  I and  my  Assistant  have  made  3,207 
inspections  of  premises  tbi-ougliout  the  District,  and  have 
(leteeted  206  nuisances  of  various  descriptions,  the  particu- 
lars of  which  are  appended  in  the  Summary  to  this  Repoid, 
In  coinplianeo  with  Section  04  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1875,  preliminary  and  legal  notices  were  served  for  the 
abatement  of  the  nuisances,  of  which  202  liavc  been 
satisfactorily  coniplictl  with.  The  remaining  4 nuisances, 
w’hich  arc  carrietl  forward  on  the  books,  could  not  be 
abated  owing  to  severe  frosts.  The  work  lias  been  put  in 
the  hands  of  builders,  and  will  be  commenced  as  s:on  as 
the  weather  permits. 

For  your  convenience  I have  given  statistics  showing 
the  various  description  of  nuisances  which  have  been 
ab.ated  during  the  above  period.  Also  particulars  of  the 
precautions  taken  against  infections  disease,  and  the 
number  of  new  building.s  erected  during  the  year. 

Duiing  the  year  pei  iodic.il  inspections  have  been  made 
by  me  over  the  whole  of  the  District  as  to  the  condition 


of  the  water  used  foi-  driukiiig  and  domestic  pnijmses, 
also  as  to  the  sufliciency  of  such  supply.  !My  attention 
has  more  particularly  been  given  to  the  more  populous 
parts  of  the  district  where  there  existed  shallow  wells 
which  contained  an  insufficient  supply  of  water  during 
certain  parts  of  the  year.  1 had  correspondence  with  the 
l)roperty  owners,  informing  them  of  the  necessity  of  such 
supply,  which  were  acknowledged,  and  in  several  cases 
the  South  Staffordshire  Company's  AVater  laid  on. 
Other  property  owners  communicated  with  are  willing  to 
take  the  South  Staffordshire  Comj)any’s  Water,  but  this 
Company  decline  to  extend  their  mains  until  they  can  get 
sufficient  number  of  houses  to  take  the  water  to  pay  them 
fur  their  outlay.  In  one  case  I have  served  a notice  upon 
Messrs.  Gardner  and  Sons,  to  close  a dangerous  well 
situate  at  West  Chadsmoor,  which  has  been  satisfactorily 
complied  with.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  South 
Staffoi’dshire  Water  Works  Company  have  made  pro- 
visions by  extending  their  wafer  mains  in  various  parts  of 
the  district,  which  will  enable  the  property  owners  to 
have  their  connections  made,  and  the  necessary  supply 
provided.  In  one  part  of  the  district  where  the  mains 
have  been  laid,  tenants  had  to  obtain  their  supply  from 
the  Conduit  pump,  about  a (pai  tcr  of  a mile  away,  and  in 
winter,  when  the  pumps  were  frozen,  had  to  get  a sup])ly 
from  their  neighbours. 

During  the  year  the  South  Staffordshii-o  Water 
^\  oi’ks  Company  havo  sujiplieil  120  houses  with  their 
water,  and  have  laid  1,700  yards  of  additional  water  mains 
in  various  parts  of  the  District,  viz  ; — 

Green  Heath,  Hednesford.

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Tho  (lifforont  p^rfs  of  tlio  District  still  witlinnt  tlio 
Compinj’s  water  niaius  arc  : — West  Cliadsmoor,  Pyo 
(Jreen  Road,  and  Cannoalc  Wood.  Tlicse  localities,  with 
the  exception  of  West  Chvdsmoor,  only  contain  at  present 
a limited  number  of  houses,  and  arc  a eonsidci-alde  dis- 
tance fi'om  populated  places,  Avhero  the  inaitis  arc  laid, 
thus  offering  at  pi'csent  no  facility  for  their  extension. 
The  only  means  of  water  suppl}^  to  the  houses  are  wells 
and  pumps,  from  which  good  wmter  can  be  oLtaiued,  and 
a sufficient  supply. 

Arrangements  ai’e  being  made  by  the  South  Staffoid- 
shire  Water  \Vorks  Company  for  the  extension  of  their 
mains  at  West  Chalsmoor,  and  it  is  expected  that,  ulti- 
matcly,  this  work  will  bo  carried  out,  and  tho  houses 
supplied  in  tho  locality. 

During  the  year  my  attention  has  been  given  to  the 
supervision  of  tho  laying  of  drains  at  the  houses  erected 
in  various  parts  of  the  district.  Many  new  ones  have 
been  built  on  private  streets  at  Cannock,  Bridgtown,  and 
Five  Ways,  where  the  sowers  have  not  yet  been  laid,  and 
tho  streets  made.  Tho  only  moans  of  connections  to  these 
drains  is  Cesspools,  which  ai-e  objectionable  in  many 
respects.  The  property  owners  will  be  willing  to 
abolish  those,  and  make  their  connections  with  the  main 
sewers  when  laid  down. 

The  total  number  of  nuisancc.s  discovered  of  various 
descriptions,  iu  couneotiou  with  the  drainage,  is  G6,  tho 
particulars  of  which  will  bo  found  iinder  the  heading  of 
House  Drainage  in  tho  statistics  given.  Thirty-five  of 
the  above  number  are  new  drains  laid  to  houses  erected 
in  the  District,  which  have  been  carried  out  to  my  satis- 
factiou.  Other  nui.sances  found  were  defective  drains 
and  traps,  and  these  ■wetc  remedied  by  their  re-construc- 
tion. For  tho  abatement  of  these  nuisances  they  we:c 
reported  to  you,  and  the  usual  notices  served,  and  the 
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work  s it  isfaclorily  can  icd  out.  DuriiT^  my  inspection  of 
tlio  (liains  several  instaneos  have  occnrivl  wliere  laigo 
articles  have  been  found  in  the  pipes,  and  the  so  a age 
back-bounded  upon  the  premises.  Communications  were 
made  to  llio  property  owners  an  1 the  the  (.‘omplaints 
remedied. 

At  Five  AFays  two  houses  wore  built  by  Mr.  Herbert 
booster,  and  allowed  to  be  occupied  before  any  provisi  -n 
was  made  for  drainage  and  pi'ivy  accomodation.  Ibis 
was  reported  to  you,  and  a legal  notice  served  upon  the 
owner  to  caioy  out  the  works  in  accordance  wiih  his 
approved  plans,  and  the  bye-law.^,  but  could  not  be  done 
owing  to  the  severe  frost.

During  the  year  frequent  inspections  liavc  been  made 
tlirougbout  tbc  District,  for  the  jiurpose  of  ascertaining  the 
general  condition  of  privies  and  ashpits.  Si.\ty-tour 
nuisances  of  varioiu  descriptions  have  been  detected,  tho 
paitieulais  of  wliicli  'will  be  found  in  tlio  statistics  given. 
In  many  instances  ji.uvio.s  at  d aslipits  weic  found 
to  bo  in  such  a dilap’c’ated  (ondiiion  as  to 
uccossilatc  pulling  down,  and  con&tru  ting  new  ones. 
Ill  other  cases  the  accommodation  was  inuitlicitiit,  and 
several  found  too  near  the  dwellings.  Tho  usual  notices 
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were  served  and  the  work  satisfactoi-ily  carried  out.  lu 
better-class  houses  many  earth  closets  have  been  converted 
into  water-closet.-?,  and  tho  drains  connected  wiili  the 
main  sewers  uuJcr  my  suj)crvision. 

Diring  tho  year  the  removal  of  Night  Suil  was 
undertaken  by  tho  ontractor,  Mr.  Blewitt,  at  a cost  of 
X'-IO).  Owing  to  the  increased  number  of  hoese.s  ei-ectel, 
which  was  an  additional  expense  upon  the  contractor  to 
cleanse  tho  ash{)its,  c.xtra  remuneration  was  gr  .ntcd  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  heusos  upon  tho  lato  book, 
which  amounted  to  the  sum  of  £2  2?  2 '.  per  quarter.  Dur- 
ing the  year,  the  Contractor  has  emptied  2,915  ashpits, 
iuspeedions  wci-c  ma-:e  of  tho  work,  and  those  which  were 
found  not  satisfactory,  tho  attention  of  the  Contractor 
was  cilled  and  the  complaint  I’cmedied.  I have  to  rep  rt 
that  tliroughout  my  inspections  the  work  has  generally 
bceu  found  satisfactory.  Several  complaints  were  made 
by  the  Contractor  of  the  difficulty  he  had  in  cleansing  the 
ashpits  cont.aning  brick- ends  and  other  trade  i-efuse 
thrown  in  by  tho  tenants.  Tho  people  were  cautioned  as 
to  (he  improper  use  of  the  ashpits,  and  the  practice  has 
to  a laigo  extent  diminished. 

Tho  total  number  of  Slaughter  Houses  on  the 
register  is  23.  During  the  year  periodical  inspections  of 
these  have  been  made  bv  mo  as  to  their  condition,  and 
the  necessary  instructions  given  to  the  butchers  for  the 
removal  of  offal,  white-washing,  ventilation,  and  tho 
general  cLanliucss  of  tho  Slaughter  Houses.  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  rny  instructions  have  been  canded 
out,  an  1 upon  inspection  were  found  satisfactory. 

During  tho  jear  visits  have  been  made  by  the 
M'.-dical  Oflicer  and  mysilf  of  tho  (Slaughter  Houses, 
ilarket  Hal’s,  and  Butchers’  shops  in  the  Disirict,  and 
in.spccicl  the  meat  intended  for  human  food.  I am 
pleated  to  report  that  none  was  found  unlit  for  food 
on  any  of  tho  Butchers’  i)remises.  On  August  2Sth 
I made  a seizure  of  three-quarters  of  beef,  hanging  up  in 
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a wooden  shed,  bedonginp^  to  Jolin  SeIliiian,of  Five  nvs. 
TIio  moat  was  piircliasod  at  Lielifiold,  and  intended  for 
sale  among  private  cnslomers.  The  Medical  Ofhcei*  was 
called  in,  and  tliesamc  condemned.  The  meat  was  tikt  u 
beforo  the  Magistrate,  and  an  order  given  to  destroy  it. 
A summons  was  issued  against  Sellnian,  and  a fine  ol  X‘o 
and  costs  was  inflicted. 

The  number  of  Uiinals  belonging  to  the  Council  is 
4,  which  are  situated  at  ITednesford  and  Cannock,  Dur- 
ing the  year  these  were  regularly  cleansed,  disinfected, 
and  periodically  flushed. 

During  the  year  I’cgular  inspections  have  been  made 
as  to  the  general  condition  of  the  insiile  of  Dwellings. 
I have  directed  my  attention  more  specially  during  the 
outbreak  of  Small-Po.v  to  the  gencjul  eleanlin  ss  of  the 
occupants  and  Living  Rooms.  The  particulai-s  of  my 
inspection  will  bo  found  in  the  statistics  given  under  the 
above  heading.  During  my  inspection  many  nuisances 
wei’c  found  of  the  description  of  common  brick  s'nks, 
which  were  in  such  a dilapidated  condition  as  1.)  ncee.«si* 
tatc  imlling  down.  1 advised  the  prop,erty  owners  in  all 
cases  to  fi.v  earthenware  sijdcs  instead  of  brick  ones.  T 
am  i)lca3cd  to  I'cport  tliit  Ibis  has  been  done  to  a large 
extent,  and  have  bt-en  fixctl  in  many  new  bouses.  In 
some  pni-ts  of  the  distiiet  many  imjirovements  have  been 
canned  out  by  the  ownei*s  lo  their  i»roperties.  Several 
wasb-bouscs  which  were  low  ami  built  with  4.^  iiudi 
walls,  have  been  jmlled  down  and  new  ones  ei  ecte  I in 
accordance  with  a])provcd  jilans,  and  th.e  bvelaw.-^.  Chju- 
sidcrable  area  of  nnpaved  yards  has  been  ]>aved  with 
paving  bricks,  spouting  provided,  and  olbor  imp-ovements 
made  to  give  every  comfort  and  convenience  to  the  lennnts. 
1 am  plea.sed  to  report  that  geiun-ally  1 have  liad  very 
little  cau.sc  for  complaint,  and  upon  my  insjx'ction  cveiy 
assi.-tance  wasgiven  meby  the  tenants,  and  t hcjnuisar.ccs 
abated  by  the  pr()i)eify  owners  wiibout  lakim^  r.nv 
piocecilings. 
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OUTBREAK  OF  SMALL-POX. 

At  the  commencement  of  tlio  year  Small-pox  l)i*(jke 
out  in  various  pai  ts  of  the  District,  ami  during  I lie  hi  st 
three  months  21  cases  were  removed  into  the  hospital. 
The  patients  wore  nui\-ed  by  the  caretakers  at  the  hospital, 
and  attended  by  Dr.  Blackford,  ^ledical  Officer  of  Health. 
Out  of  the  above  number  of  cases  two  patients  died,  one 
adult  and  one  child,  and  were  buried  at  the  expense  of  the 
Board.  The  other  patients  recovered,  and  were  dismissed 
by  the  Medical  Officer  as  scon  as  the  time  of  their 
convalescence  had  expired.  In  May  a second  outbreak 
occurred,  but  only  four  cases  were  received  into  the 
Hospital,  and  two  of  these  came  from  the  Rural  District. 
In  July  all  patients  had  been  dismissed  from  the  Hospital, 
and  no  more  cases  were  received  during  the  year.  The

After  the  removal  of  the  Patients  to  the  Ho.'ipital  my 
Assistant  undertook  the  fumigating  and  disinfoeting  of 
the  rooms  which  had  been  usetl  by  the  Patients.  Three 
beds  were  destroyed,  and  in  one  instance  compensation  of 
£1  was  given  to  the  owner,  who  had  no  means  of  puichas- 
ing  another  one  in  its  place.  The  looins  were  stoved  f<r 
24  houi s,  and  afterwards  white-washed  and  cleansed  by 


ilio  oocni)ioi’,  to  the  sat  isfaction  of  tho  Medical  OHicci 
llcalt!).  I am  i)leascd  to  rcpoi  t that  the  Carelakei-s  have 
at  all  times  kept  the  Hospital  in  clean  condition,  and 
atlende  1 to  the  Patients  in  a very  excellent  manner.  The 
(Inties  whieli  were  at  times  eD-‘sideiabiy  Ilea's},  o\\in^  to 
the  severe  illness  of  many  of  the  Patients,  s\cie  satis 
faetoiily  carried  out,  and  everything  made  for  the  comfort 

of  the  Patients.

I lia\'c  plensnrc  in  submitting  my  Annual  Tlepoit  of  llio 
work  earricii  out  i lulcr  the  Canal  iloats  Acts,  1877  niid  1881,  for  tlio 
yen’ oadccl  December  31st,  ISt'i.  J luring  tlio  year  I and  niy  Assist- 
ant hive  visited  the  Coal  Wharves  at  hiast  Cannock  and  Wrdk  ^lill 
(and  upon  sevoial  occasions  the  Locks  at  Churchbridge,  Wedges  Mills, 
and  Lcacroft,  for  inspection  of  any  boats  which  may  be  passing 
through,  but  none  were  found).  Jly  visits  have  moi-o  paiticularly 
been  made  to  the  vsharves  referred  to,  where  the  boat  trade  is  chiefly 
carried  on. 


Seventeen  vi.sits  were  made  to  the  East  Cannock  Wharf,  15  visits 
to  Walk  Mill  Wharf,  and  1 visit  to  the  Locks  at  Wedges  Mills  during 
the  year,  and  inspected  and  reported  to  my  Hoard  a total  Lumber  of 
85  Cabin  Boats. 

In  my  opinion  the  deereased  number  of  boats  inspected  is  due  to 
the  bad  condition  of  the  coal  trade  in  the  district,  as  1 have  upon 
several  occasions  found  no  Cabin  Boats  at  cither  of  of  the  Wharves.

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cases  have  occurred  with  respect  to  cew  Certificates  being  rcciuired. 
The  certificates  whicli  the  masters  produced  were  worn  out,  and  llic 
willing  indistinct,  and  upon  my  suggestions  they  obtained  new  ones. 
In  others  the  certificates  were  not  produced,  they  had  been  taken 
away  for  safety  by  the  masters.  1 have  Iiad  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  masters  in  several  cases  to  the  uncleanly  condition  of  their  cabin?, 
and  to  rccpiest  them  to  have  the  same  cleansed.  1 am  glad  to  say  that 
on  a second  inspection  by  me  these  wore  found  satisfactory. 

On  October  IGth  an  inspection  of  a Cabin  Boat  belonging  to  Mr. 
Hailing  was  made,  and  a male,  16  years  of  age,  was  travelling  wiili 
his  parents.  Upon  making  enquiries  of  the  master  he  said  they  did 
not  sleep  in  the  cabin,  ns  they  lived  at  Wolverhampton,  and  returned 
home  every  night.  He  also  said  his  wife  had  noD  travelled  on  the 
boat  before,  but  she  had  been  ill,  and  ho  had  brought  her  out  for  a 
vojago.  Ho  was  informed  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  enutioned 
not  to,  in  future,  caiTy  his  wife  on  the  boat  for  fear  it  may  bo  neces- 
sary to  sleep  in  the  cabin.  He  assured  mo  that  his  wi'e  should  not 
travel  on  the  boat  again. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  occupants  of  the  boats  in- 
spected were  as  set  out  in  the  following  summary.  The  number  of 
cliildrcn  found  on  the  boats  has  considerably  decreased,  as  compared 
with  my  Deport  of  the  previous  year.  ^lany  of  these  were  under  the 
ago  for  attending  school.  I find  a great  improvement  has  taken 
place  with  regard  to  the  education  of  the  children,  and  upon  makitig 
enquiries  abmt  those  of  school  age,  was  informed  that  the  children 
did  attend  school  when  at  home.
